October 2011 will become a turning point 
in country’s preparation for Euro-2012.

Poland returning beer to 
stadiums 

The Polish Sejm has voted by 229 votes of MPs in favour of 
the abolition of the amendment to the legislation of the Re¬ 
public of Poland prohibiting the sale of alcoholic beverages 
during mass events. 

The bill, which the Senate adopted in early August, provid¬ 
ed restrictions on the sale in public places of even low alcohol 
beer. This included stadiums and fan zones during the coun¬ 
try’s European Championship finals in 2012. 

However, a majority in the Polish Parliament still al¬ 
lowed the sale of beer containing up to 3.5% alcohol dur¬ 
ing EURO 2012. However, 
there are exceptions - high- 
risk football matches. How¬ 
ever, the sale of beverages 
in a solid package made 
of glass, metal or plastic, 
which may pose a risk to life 
or health of other spectators, 
will not be allowed. Viola¬ 
tion of this article of the law 
provides for imprisonment 
or a monetary fine of at least 
2 thousand zlotys (about 
5,500 Ukrainian hryvnyas).

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Ukraine plans to put into operation the key Euro-2012 facilities in 
autumn. These are arenas in Kyiv and Lviv, airports, hotels and 
roads. On the eve of the holiday, the 20th anniversary of Inde¬ 
pendence, the Information Centre Ukraine-2012 also sums up the 
results and accomplishments of Ukraine’s preparations for the 
2012 European Football Championship. It is important as many 
experts regard Euro as event number one in country’s modern 
history and a new stage of its history. 


I n the opinion of the director of the National Institute of Stra¬ 
tegic Studies, Andriy Yermolayev, preparations for the 2012 
European Football Championship have become a reason for 
Ukraine’s internal mobilization. Besides this, they have con¬ 
firmed that success may be achieved even in the situation 
a shortage of budget funds and unstable economic situation in the 
world subject to concentration of resources and their designated use. 

“Speaking about the years of preparations in Ukraine, one 
can mention not only creation of new jobs, but also about more 
rapid optimization of whole sectors and formation of complete 
units of high-quality modem infrastmcture. The EURO project 
has granted the Ukrainian economy a breakthrough chain that 
may serve as a model for the development of other sectors in the 
future, after the end of the championship. This is good practice 
for state target programmes: development of the state sector, 
power engineering and machine building,” the expert believes. 

The best results were achieved during the most recent 
18 months of preparations. Even UEFA’s top officials confess 


that Ukraine impresses them with its pace of constmction accord¬ 
ing to the results of 2010-11. “Thanks to the responsibility of the 
team which is presently in charge of preparations, all doubts have 
vanished. Stadiums are being built, and airports, training centres, 
hotels and railway stations are being equipped,” Infantino em¬ 
phasized. The Union’s President, Michel Platini, confessed in his 
most recent interviews that he was not worried about the con¬ 
stmction of objects in Ukraine and was convinced that the whole 
infrastmcture would be put into operation in due terms. 

Ukrainian Vice Prime Minister and Infrastmcture Minister in 
charge of preparations for EURO, Borys Kolesnikov, believes: 
“Presently we do not have a single object here, in Ukraine, 
which could cast doubt on holding EURO in Ukraine.” It is 
also important that the country presently maintains the maxi¬ 
mum pace of preparation and prepares the major objects for 
commissioning into use. Infrastmcture, transport, roads, per¬ 
sonnel and organization of the championship itself are the cul¬ 
mination of full-scale preparations. So, what did we achieve?

First, all infrastructure 
objects are in the 
homestretch 

There are two months left before the inauguration of two are¬ 
nas in Kyiv and Lviv (October 2011), their construction being 
supervised by the state. The current level of preparedness of 
the Olympic NSC is 95 per cent. One can hardly believe that 
the object was ready by 35 per cent in March 2010 as the result 
of two-year construction, and backlog of work was six months. 
Then UEFA experts cast doubts on the possibility of holding 
the final match of the 2012 European Football Championship 
at the NSC. The revealed shortcomings consisted of absence 
of work papers (works were carried out without ultimate proj¬ 
ect solutions for two years), monthly failure to fulfill working 
schedule by over 50 per cent, absence of coordination of all 
processes during the reconstruction of the complex and un¬ 
timely payment for works. 

The situation has drastically changed in the Lviv Arena: it 
is already 80-per-cent complete. There were just piles sticking 
up from the ground 18 months ago: the level of preparedness 
was 15 per cent, along with six-month backlog of work. UEFA 
questioned the possibility of holding matches of the final part 
of the 2012 European Football Championship in the Lviv Are¬ 
na, and the stadium was included by UEFA on the “black” risk 
zone. In addition, the following shortcomings were revealed: 
absence of efficient organizational structure, absence of work 
papers and a conflict between the client, general contractor and 
designer. Presently, even UEFA President Michel Platini has 
no doubts that the object will be put into operation.

Second, construction 
in four “host” airports 
has been speeded up 

When four new modem air terminals are put into operation, 
Ukraine will increase its transport capacities threefold or 
fourfold. Throughput capacity of the Boryspil international 
airport will increase threefold: from 2,000 people per hour to 
over 6,000. The major breakthrough will be made by Donetsk 
which will achieve a sixfold or sevenfold increase in terms of 
passenger services (from 300 to over 2,000). 

New Terminal F was opened in Boryspil in September 
2010. Thanks to its operation, the airport has broken its ab¬ 
solute records: it has achieved weekly and daily peaks in ser¬ 
vicing people. The passenger flow will increase in December 
2011 when Terminal F is put into operation. 

A new passenger terminal at the Kharkiv international air¬ 
port (annual throughput capacity 650,000 persons) was put into 
operation on 28 August 2010. A new 4,000-meter-long mnway 
was put into operation at the Donetsk international airport in 
July 2011. In terms of its parameters, the mnway is among the 
best ones in Europe. 

The preparedness level of the Lviv airport terminal is 65 per 
cent, and it mnway is 49-per-cent ready.

Third, Ukraine has found 
new transport opportunities 
for itself 

A contract on purchasing high-speed trains was signed last 
year. Ukrzaliznytsya (Ukrainian Railway Administration) will 
get the first six Hyundai trains for introduction of high-speed 
railway traffic in Ukraine in April 2012, and their regular 
operation will begin in May. Four more trains will be put into 
operation after EURO. 

Electric trains will connect the four cities which will 
host EURO 2012. Thanks to them, it will be possible to 
cover the distance from the capital to Kharkiv in 3.5 hours, 
to Lviv in 4.5 hours and to Donetsk in 5.5 hours. Mainte¬ 
nance of the new Hyundai trains is planned to be provided 
in repair and servicing depots of the Kharkiv railway car¬ 
riage division which is being reconstructed on a large scale 
since last year.

Not only are railroads being upgraded for hosting guests, but ser¬ 
vices are also being optimized.

In particular, sales of travel documents 90 days in advance 
before train’s departure will be organized during the champi¬ 
onship. Besides this, there are plans to sell tickets at railway 
stations via the Internet with the use of ticket printing machine 
terminals.

New roads and interchanges 
are the fifth point 

This unmanageable stratum of work was not taken up in Ukraine 
until now. Borys Kolesnikov has emphasized that it is impos¬ 
sible to modernize all Ukrainian motorways during the two 
years of preparations. But it has been promised to prepare the 
roads that will host the European Championship at the proper 
level. The figure of kilometers of the roads built and repaired in 
2011 alone saw a 10-fold increase compared to previous years. 
Motor traffic in all Ukraine was opened on newly built and re¬ 
paired parts of roads, their length being 973 km, in 2010. Pres¬ 
ent-day preparedness level of motorways for EURO is 70 per 
cent. “Motorway” leaders among the four host cities are Kyiv 
and Donetsk. The year 2011 will also become a high-efficiency 
“motorway” year. In line with president’s instructions, it has 
been planned to put into operation 1,500 km of newly built or 
repaired roads, 1,133 km of them being EURO 2012 routes.

Sixth, new security model 
during EURO 2012 

Stadium security control was introduced in 2011. Person¬ 
nel are being presently recruited here for ensuring security 
is stadiums, along with 3,000 stewards for the Kyiv and 
Lviv arenas. 

A group of 16 police officers from the four host cities will 
soon be trained according to the UEFA programme. The Na¬ 
tional Football Information Point (NFIP) has been established 
for exchanges of information on football hooligans between 
European countries’ law-enforcement authorities in order not 
to admit them to football matches.

EURO has forced law-enforcers, medical and transport per¬ 
sonnel to begin to learn. This is not an easy task, but the fact 
remains: there are presently 33,722 Emergencies Ministry’s 
officers studying at state English language courses, and many 
thousand policemen will also become multilingual soon. 

Besides this, over 4,000 transport workers speak fluent 
English. Foreign language courses have been organized 
for train conductor brigades and railway station workers.

Eighth, development 
of tourism sector 

The state is pinning its special hopes on the tourism sector 
which, according to preliminary estimations, will get most 
benefits from hosting EURO. New tourist routes will be de¬ 
veloped for the most fastidious fans, and information signs for 
guests of the tournament will be installed. 

Not only host cities, but also motorways of general use 
involved in holding the championship will be equipped 
with the system of bilingual signs, having information in 
Ukrainian and in Latin script. The “sign” work in route 
orientation will begin in autumn in each EURO host city.

Ninth, hotel facilities’ 
upgrade 

The number of hotels built in Ukraine during the years of prep¬ 
arations is 70. Dozens of high category hotels are being built 
in Ukraine for EURO 2012 with the help of the state which 
has introduced taxation privileges and preferences for hote¬ 
liers. Together with the existing facilities, they are due to be 
enough rooms and even spare for meeting UEFA requirements 
of host cities, related to almost 16,000 three-, four- and five- 
star rooms. 

Eight more hotels with a total number of 1,426 rooms are 
planned to be put into operation in Lviv by the end of 2011. As 
regards Donetsk, 11 new hotels are being built, and five operat¬ 
ing ones are being rebuilt. Kyiv plans to build 13 hotels with 
2,200 rooms of different star categories. Construction of 20 
hotel facilities is being completed in the host city of Kharkiv. 

At the same time, the EURO 2012 National Agency begins 
working on partial compensation of interests on used loans 
granted by banks for preparing accommodation facilities for 
the EUFA family. For this purpose, the Cabinet of Ministers 
has approved the procedure and conditions for making partial 
compensation.

Tenth, not least important 
achievement is country’s 
international promo 

It was the first time during the period of inde¬ 
pendence when an image clip about Ukraine 
was launched into the international infor¬ 
mation space in the context of EURO. Our 
country’s logo for the European Champion¬ 
ship was also presented then: a blossoming 
sunflower, being one of the most favourite 
images in Ukraine. The video clip “Switch 
on Ukraine” presented on 4 November 
2010 shows the foreigners having come to 
Ukraine for the first time and discovering it 
for themselves: a new, unknown, but mod¬ 
em state. Clips lasting 30,60 and 90 seconds 
were broadcast by European TV channels 
Euronews, Eurosport and the BBC. 

A new round of EURO 2012 promo¬ 
tion began on 20 August with the air¬ 
ing of a clip on Ukraine’s preparations for the tournament by 
the Euronews TV channel. The video clip on preparations for 
EURO is the first one out of the seven in the “Ukrainian Life” 
series. This time the country’s advertising was prepared with 
emphasis on host cities, their history, culture, business and in¬ 
frastructure. The promo campaign for the championship will 
last until next May. Besides Euronews, clips are planned to be 
also shown by other European channels. 

* * * 

It is no exaggeration to say that a breakthrough of this kind is 
likely to have been made for the first time in Ukrainian history. 
Speaking about the secret of success, Borys Kolesnikov has 
confessed in an interview with Ukraine-2012 that the ones to 
be thanked are management and construction workers who had 
been working at the objects night and day in any weather. “I 
wish to thank all Ukrainian construction workers and engineers 
who did the impossible in 2010. I would not like constmction 
workers to work at the level of a heroic deed, but neverthe¬ 
less, that year was such a year. The Ukrainian government is 
presently not facing any serious risk which would be able to 
cast doubt not only the tournament itself, but even a smallest 
component of the tournament. Everything will be ready ex¬ 
actly within the terms set by UEFA,” Borys Kolesnikov noted. 

But there are people to be thanked. The number of Ukrainians 
working every day at the objects of the future tournament, includ¬ 
ing road infrastructure, is 40,000. In particular, the Olympic NSC 
is being rebuilt by 3,000 people every day, the number of people 
working in the Lviv stadium is 600; there are 1,600 workers at 
Boryspil international airport and 450 workers at the Lviv and 
Donetsk airports each, along with 300 persons at Kharkiv airport. 
There are 40 general contractors and 400 cooperating companies 
involved in Ukraine’s EURO constmction sites in total. These 
figures just serve as proof that preparations for EURO are a large- 
scale national project. Besides this, the monthly salaries worth 
130 million paid to 15,000 workers are a significant social effect 
of the project. The total number of workers involved in EURO 
objects’ preparation is almost 500,000 persons.

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September 2011 is the final month of works in the calendar of 
the Olympic NSC reconstruction. The arena will be opened for 
all viewers already in October, and the first match will be played 
on the EURO 2012 main field on 11 November. Neither Ukrainian 
government nor UEFA officials have any doubts with regard to this. 


W hen one passes the 
threshold of the stadium 
bowl, the eye sees that 
the stadium has already 
been formed. Three-quarters of the roofing 
has already been covered with a membrane, 
and blue-and-yellow sectors with installed 
seats sparkle with colours under the tent. 
The field is ready for a grass-plat. One 
can see that works are under way across 
the whole front only later on, influenced 
by the din of machinery. There are just a 
few weeks left till the end of the arena’s 
reconstruction, which began in 2008. 

ARENA ACCENTS: 

ROOF, SCOREBOARDS 
AND SEATS 

As of early September, the total prepared¬ 
ness level of the arena is 90%. The final 
month is the point where dozens of areas 
of work all meet; decoration of premises, 
engineering, sound and light technologies, 
security system and many other things. 
But the most important point is that the ep¬ 
opee of preparing the roofing to be one of 
the largest stadium roofs in Europe is com¬ 
ing to an end. Following the installation of 
columns and the “bicycle-type” backstay 
system, which weighs 800 tonnes, the 



membrane stage is now approaching its 
end. Workers and steeplejacks work at a 
height of 30 metres with a pace of “two 
sectors per day”. The “equator was passed 
on the eve of the 20th anniversary of 
Ukraine’s independence: 40 sectors of the 
roof out of 80 have been installed. 

Deputy NSC technical director Roman 
Ledenyov says that semi-transparent, su¬ 
perlight and fireproof fabric which, be¬ 
sides other features, has the capacity of 
cleaning itself, was produced in Germany 
and cut in Thailand. The strength of the 
material is 13 tonnes per square meter, 
while the weight of this meter is only one 
kilogram. “The Olympic roofing is the 
priority area of work. The final stage of 
roofing works will begin in mid-Septem¬ 
ber: covering so-called umbrellas with a 
transparent ETFE layer which will secure 
access of light to the Tive’ field. This will 
be the final fragment of roof preparations. 
We hope the whole construction will be 
completed in September,” Mr Ledenyov 
emphasized. The deputy director puts the 
emphasis on the fact that both the mem¬ 
brane and the “umbrellas” will admit 
enough light for feeding of the grass-plat. 
German architects are also proud of the 
stadium’s roofing. Thanks to strong back¬ 
stays, the movable construction frame¬ 
work will change its position depending 
on weather conditions. The roof can open 
like a “lotus flower” with the weight of 
snow and close as soon as the snow melts. 

Seats for viewers are being built at both 
levels of the stands at a rapid pace. Fix¬ 
ing a chair reportedly does not take more 
than 20 seconds. A standard daily assem¬ 
bling norm is two sectors. Vandal-proof 
seats have been made in different shades 
of the national flag: the mosaic in the up¬ 
per rows begins with rich blue tones, then 
mixes with half-tints and then come closer 
to yellow down the rows. At first sight, the 
colours are spread chaotically, but we see 
quite an interesting effect as the final result. 

The first video address to Ukrainians 
from the NSC was sounded in the stadi¬ 
um for the first time on 24 August, con¬ 
gratulating them on the 20th anniversary 
of Independence: the largest video score- 
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board in Ukraine and one of the largest in 
Europe was put into operation in the sta¬ 
dium at the final stage. Two panels with 
an area of 13.36 square metres weighing 
around 10 tonnes each have been placed 
in the area of particular attention: above 
the football goal. The scoreboard will 
enable viewers to follow the score, see 
repeated match highlights and get infor¬ 
mation about players and composition of 
teams. The panels show any kind of vid¬ 
eo, graphical and text information to the 
highest quality, and therefore they can be 
used during other mass events. 

“CLEVER” GLASS-PLAT 
AND COMFORTABLE 
BOXES 

But what is taking place on in the football 
field itself? The lion’s share of modem 
service systems have been already laid 
here. In order to prepare the field for the 
EURO 2012 final, the ENGO international 
company, which is in charge of this seg¬ 
ment, has sent a real international team to 
Kyiv. After installation of a system for field 
drainage, watering and heating, more than 
half of the grass-plat is already formed. 
“Watering the field and all supply com¬ 
ponents are being tested before our very 
eyes. Now we have to place a layer of turf 
above and to cover it with green grass-plat. 
Namely grass-plat with an area of 8,395 
square metres is being grown in Slovakia. 
It will be rolled and delivered to Kyiv in 
a special refrigerator compartment in Sep¬ 
tember. Some two weeks will be needed to 
graft the field, and then it will be possible 
to conduct football matches there,” Roman 
Ledenyov said. He says that the grass-plat 
of the same kind as the Olympic field is 


being successfully used in the Donbass 
Arena for some years, the same way as in 
Cape Town and Port Elizabeth stadiums 
which hosted the 2010 World Cup. The 
deputy director has revealed the secret: the 
way the field will be protected during con¬ 
certs and mass non-sports events. It will be 
possible to hide it under a special “cover” 
of light transparent plastic in one day, and 
it will enable the grass-plat to breathe for 
almost a week. 

Asphalt works on the lanes are under 
way outside the field. The issue of cmcial 
importance is that the reconstmction and 
upgrading of the component related to 
track and field athletics has not been post¬ 
poned for the time “after EURO”. Lanes 
and sectors for hammer throwing, shot 
putting, javelin throwing, along with the 
ones for long jumping, are being prepared 
in line with the International Association 
of Athletics Federations (IAAF) require¬ 
ments. It will be possible to conduct tour¬ 
naments in track and field athletics here: 
for grown-ups and youths, including Eu¬ 
ropean and world championships. “Two 
50-millimeter asphalt concrete layers have 
been already laid, along with 100-millime¬ 
ter reinforced latticed coating. The third 
and the fourth levels of the “cake”, 60-70 
millimetres each, will be also laid with as¬ 
phalt concrete. At the final stage, it will be 
necessary to lay two more layers of syn¬ 
thetic coating, and the sector for track and 
field athletics will be completely ready,” 
Roman Ledenyov emphasized. 

The NSC demonstrated the first sky 
box for privileged clients at the end of 
summer. It looks quite imposing: its 
contents and atmosphere correspond to 
the “elite” stadium level. It has a table, 


chairs, two plasma panels, a refrigerator, 
a coffee machine, a set of tableware and 
a bar counter. A separate entrance to the 
stands with seats for viewers assigned to 
the box and decorated in exclusive style 
have been envisaged for corporate cli¬ 
ents. Box users have a special parking 
area, reception and lift. 

The total number of such boxes, their 
size ranging from 32 to 80 square metres, 
will be 39. Privileged premises at two lev¬ 
els of the western stand of the stadium will 
ensure an optimum view of the field and are 
designated for comfortable viewing foot¬ 
ball matches, sporting and entertainment 
events. They may be also used as mini- 
offices where box users will hold business 
meetings, staff meetings or conferences. 
The NSC directorate is convinced: sky 
boxes will enjoy great popularity after the 
end of the final match of EURO 2012. 

Connection and testing all systems: vid¬ 
eo surveillance, access control, fence, alarm 
and electromagnetic locks and early emer¬ 
gency alarm - all come to the arena control 
point. As we have been told at the NSC, a 
small secret room, called here the data pro¬ 
cessing centre, is located in the premises 
beneath the southern stand. Operators will 
control the “smart” stadium from it. 

“Everything will be 100% ready al¬ 
most simultaneously. We do not make 
demo fragments. There are football, med¬ 
ical and security components, sound and 
light, along with the zest of the complex: 
a 10-meter Italian courtyard,” Ledenyov 
said. The entire scope of works is planned 
to be completed in September in order 
just to beautify everything and quickly 
train the technologies in October.

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“World Cup 2010 - 
spiritual and GDP growth” 
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One can hardly overstate the success of the World Cup in the 
Republic of South Africa last year: 64 matches were followed over 
a month by 26 billion viewers in the whole world. The Republic of 
South Africa has become the first country to host the World Football 
Championship on the African continent. Ambassador Extraordinary 
and Plenipotentiary of the Republic of South Africa, Andries Venter, 
speaks in an interview with the Ukraine 2012 magazine about the 
way the moderately economically developed Republic of South 
Africa managed to organize one of the most successful world 
football championships. 


DURATION OF MUNDIAL 
WAS ONE MONTH, 

BUT PREPARATIONS 
FOR IT TOOK SIX YEARS 

Mr. Venter, over a year has already 
passed after the World Cup in the Re¬ 
public of South Africa. Have the im¬ 
pressions and emotions of the tourna¬ 
ment vanished? 

It was a great honour for our country to 
host the World Football Championship 
that was held on the African continent 
for the first time ever. The duration of 
the tournament was just a month: from 
11 June till 11 July. But preparation for it 
took six years (the Republic of South Af¬ 
rica got the right to host the championship 
in 2004). There were quite many optimists 


and pessimists with regard to the level of 
our preparedness. Some people said that 
we were a backward country, while others 
persuaded that we would succeed. 

In our turn, we persistently worked 
on the organization of conducting 64 
matches in 10 stadiums in nine cities. 
We had to build some stadiums, and we 
upgraded some others in order to make 
them comply with the most up-to-date 
requirements. Luckily, rugby is very 
popular in the Republic of South Africa, 
and this is why we already had a number 
of completed rugby stadiums. Besides 
the 10 major stadiums, we also had to 
prepare 24 training bases for participat¬ 
ing teams. This is why a number of al¬ 
ready existing arenas were reequipped as 
training bases. 



What serious problems did the Republic 
of South Africa encounter during prepa¬ 
rations for the World Cup in 2010? 

Luckily, we did not have substantial 
problems related to stadiums. We actu¬ 
ally had to build four large arenas and 
just to prepare the remaining six. As 
regards airports, we had been planning 
their modernization back since the mid- 
1990s. We had to invest there some more 
money than we had been planning. There 
were also problems related to car parking 
areas at airports, motorways and high¬ 
speed railway communications, but we 
have resolved all of them. 

Besides this, in order to fulfill FIFA 
requirements to telecommunications, we 
had to completely upgrade the country’s 
telecommunication system. 

You have mentioned FIFA requirements 
to organization of the tournament, and it 
is clear that immense funds were spent 
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on this. How much did the Republic of 
South Africa invest in preparations? 

According to official calculations, our 
country invested 33 billion South Afri¬ 
can rands (exchange rates of rand and 
hryvnya are almost the same) in the 
World Cup project. But this money has 
been spent namely on preparations for 
the tournament. This sum does not cover 
renovation and modernization of air¬ 
ports, motorways, railways and so on be¬ 
cause the funds for this had been already 
allocated in the national budget for in¬ 
frastructure development. The total sums 
invested are much more substantial.

Where did the Republic of South Af¬ 
rica get money for the championship? 

Central and local budgets were the major 
sources of funding the preparations for the 
championship. Unlike Ukraine, big cities 
in South Africa do not transfer funds to 
the central budget, and this is why they 
are wealthy enough; therefore, namely 
they assumed the major share of the ex¬ 
penses for preparations. Reconstruction of 
airports was an important element of the 
programme. All airports in the Republic 
of South Africa are private, and therefore 
the whole financial burden was borne on 
the shoulders of respective companies. 
Searching for sources of funding was their 
problem. They have successfully resolved 
it. The same can be said about the hospi¬ 
tality industry, which implies hotels, cafes 
and restaurants, tourism and the whole 
sphere of services provided to participants 
and guests of the championship. They be¬ 
long to the private sector, which had its 
own tasks. They have been also fulfilled. 

What did the Republic of South Africa 
get from hosting the 2010 World Cup? 

Thanks to the Mundial, country’s GDP 
increased by 38 billion rands. Other ben¬ 
efits from the championship are the most 
up-to-date motorways and infrastructure. 
They are known to be working for the 
sake of the state and its citizens for many 
more years. 

A number of new hotels were built. 
Last year was the peak of tourism industry. 
Some 500,000 tourists visited the country 
during the two months before the champi¬ 
onship and during it. I am convinced that 
the majority of them will come to us again 
together with their friends. 

Besides this, if we speak about general 
benefits from the championship, analysts 



say that Mundial 2010 was among the 
most successful ones in the whole history 
of football world cups. Official statistics 
are testimony to the fact that FIFA re¬ 
ceived income worth 3.2 billion dollars. 

Creative approach to arenas construc¬ 
tion for EURO 2012 

Did the championship raise the spirits 
of South Africans? 

The spiritual result is also important for 
us. Everything built in the Republic of 
South Africa for the World Cup was 
done exclusively by the South Africans 
themselves. We did not involve foreign 
companies, and therefore the accom¬ 
plishments and success of the World Cup 
belong exclusively to us. We felt that we 
were able to organize one of the major 
events in the world. 

South Africans have increased the 
level of confidence in them, along with 
self-respect. We are presently convinced 
that, if we were able to host the World 
Cup, we shall be also able to host other 
large-scale tournaments. 

Preparations for the tournament and 
its staging have consolidated the whole 
nation. There is an interesting fact: a 
year before the beginning of the tour¬ 
nament South Africans wore yellow 
football shirts of the national team’s 
colours every Friday. Football was 
not the first important kind of sports 
in South Africa, but it became the one 
during Mundial. 

How do you appraise Ukraine’s prepa¬ 
rations for the future EURO? 


I am not an expert, but I can tell you that 
the new F terminal in the Boryspil airport 
is just impressive. I saw the good pace 
of construction works carried out in the 
Olympic NSC and the new terminal in Bo¬ 
ryspil, and I would also note the high level 
of the Donbass Arena’s preparedness. 
I believe that everything will be done in 
Ukraine by EURO 2012. Pessimistic feel¬ 
ings exist in relation to all countries where 
the championship is due to be held. But 
everyone copes with the set tasks. 

What lessons for Ukraine-2012 can 
you teach based on the experience of 
the Republic of South Africa in 2010? 

It is necessary to approach construction 
of the stadiums with higher creativity in 
order to make possible the use of these ob¬ 
ject for other needs which are not related 
to sports. Ukraine should not admit arenas 
to become “white elephants”: on the con¬ 
trary, stadiums should be made profitable. 

Do South Africans plan to visit conti¬ 
nental football competitions in Ukraine? 
Whom will you support during EURO? 

The Republic of South Africa will be in¬ 
terested in EURO 2012. But I am not sure 
that many South Africans will visit the 
championship. Many South African citizens 
visit Western Europe. Maybe, those who 
are going to do this next June will include 
EURO in Ukraine and Poland in their routes. 

I shall support Ukraine during the 2012 
European Championship. I regret that the 
blue-and-yellow national team did not 
manage to reach the 2010 World Cup.

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“Ukraine is already 
earning from EURO” 
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Leading Ukrainian functionaries of EURO are systematically 
adopting experience in preparations for football championships 
from its previous hosts. The experience of Germany is practical for 
Ukraine here. This country hosted a Football Cup five years ago, 
and Matthias Brandt, the director of the “Consulting and creation of 
management capacities for EURO 2012” project of the GIZ (German 
Society for International Cooperation [Deutsche Gesellschaft fur 
Technische Zusammenarbeit]) talked about the successes and 
shortcomings of the 2006 World Cup in Germany and experience 
useful for Ukraine in an interview with the Information Centre 
Ukraine-2012. 


UKRAINE HAS ITS OWN 
CHARM 

Mr. Brandt, what are Germany’s 
achievements at the 2006 World Cup? 

After the 2006 World Football Cup in 
Germany a rise, which lasted for a cou¬ 
ple of years after the tournament, began. 
The Championship gave an impetus for 
investments inflow and for increase in 
the number of foreign tourists. After 
working in Kyiv for a year, I can see 



that a similar rise awaits Ukraine after 
EURO 2012. 

How much are ordinary Germans in¬ 
terested in the hosts of the Champion¬ 
ship? Do they monitor the prepara¬ 
tions? 

The Germans are awaiting this tourna¬ 
ment eagerly. They wonder how Ukraine 
and Poland will hold it. And despite the 
fact that Ukraine is a very large coun¬ 
try, for Germany it is “terra incognita”. 
When people in Europe learn more about 
Ukraine, it will become a strong country, 
its image will increase. 

Germany was able to achieve an 
image of a strong country during the 
2006 World Cup. I am confident that a 
noticeable rise awaits Ukraine after the 
Championship as well. For this we must 
work more effectively and more inten¬ 
sively on issues of tourism and market¬ 
ing on sites. The Football EURO does 
not fall from the sky. We need to get the 
maximum benefit from holding this com¬ 
petition. 

Have you noticed any weaknesses in 
Ukraine’s preparation for the EURO? 

In Ukraine there are not enough top man¬ 
agers and high-level experts. Also insti¬ 
tutions that communicate with interna¬ 
tional structures are not sufficiently de¬ 
veloped here. But we will resolve these 
deficiencies before the tournament. Now 
we are hold training sessions and bring¬ 
ing in foreign experts to fix it. 

What can Ukraine gain from holding 
EURO 2012? 
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Ukraine will gain more trust in itself. 
In addition, with the Championship 
host cities can improve living stan¬ 
dards, attract a large amount of in¬ 
vestment into their infrastructure. The 
tourism sector will benefit directly 
from the Championship. 

And if we bring the benefit of Ukraine 
down to three points, they are, firstly, 
increased international integration. Sec¬ 
ondly, development of institutions re¬ 
sponsible for international communica¬ 
tion. And thirdly - development of infra¬ 
structure and attraction of investments. 

Tourist product - on a silver platter 

How will Ukraine be able to make 
profit at the Championship? 

Now we can already talk about the 
growth in the number of jobs and in¬ 
vestments inflow. All of this increases 
tax revenues. This is already a profit to 
Ukraine. In these areas we are already 
experiencing positive changes. We need 
to develop and produce high-quality 
souvenirs to sell on the streets. All cities 
must have a merchandizing program that 
will continue beyond the EURO. 

At the same time, in host cities we 
want to have some high quality tourist 
routes. If people will come to Ukraine for 
5 days, then we must offer them a tour¬ 
ist product on a silver platter. And there 
should be as many of these products as 
possible in order for more money to be 
left in Ukraine. 

It is important that people who will 
like Ukraine must want to come back 
again, but this time with friends. And the 
most important - all that will be created 


for EURO 2012 will remain here after 
the Championship. 

Mr. Brandt, what would you have 
shown Europeans in our country first 
and foremost? 

For my friends who came I give tours of 
Kyiv. There is a lot to show here. After that 
I would go to Odessa, Crimea and Lviv. 
Food, drinks, music tell about the culture 
of Ukraine. All these things create a spe¬ 
cial Ukrainian charm. In Ukraine I like 
rich culture and history, there are friendly 
people and beautiful nature as well. 

Ukraine needs an integrated image 
concept. 

Are EURO 2012 cities in Ukraine 
ready to take large crowds of foreign 
tourists at high level now? 

The strongest in this regard is Lviv - it 
is ahead of other cities by 1-2 years in 
its development. This applies to policies, 
marketing, tourism. In turn, for cities 
such as Kharkiv and Donetsk tourism 
topics are new. They need time. The 
subject of marketing is also new for all 4 
cities. In this regard, they need to make a 
quantum leap for the EURO. 

Service remains a problematic point 
in the development of tourism. In 
Ukraine it does not meet the required 
standards. Firstly it concerns middle 
level hotels, the price of a room in which 
is 40-70 Euros. Our organization is also 
working to fix this problem. In spring we 
raised the qualification of 700 hotel and 
restaurant employees. Similar courses 
to raise the professional level will be at¬ 
tended by a thousand more people. 


Apart from this, it is necessary to 
resolve the issue of Latin pointers and 
signs for foreign tourists in EURO cit¬ 
ies. In Lviv they are present, similar ones 
must appear in Kyiv. The same initiative 
must be stimulated in other cities as well. 

Will EURO give the impetus to pro¬ 
mote the image of Ukraine in the 
world? 

For this we need to coordinate efforts and 
resources of the Ministry of Foreign Af¬ 
fairs and the National Agency for EURO 
(the National Agency in charge for prep¬ 
arations for the 2012 European Football 
Championship). There should be a single 
message, a single image concept and co¬ 
ordination of funds. In Germany there 
was such a concept, it was called “Land 
of ideas”. For Ukraine the developed 
concept “Switch on Ukraine” fits more. 
It actually strikes me that the sun (logo 
of Ukraine) has to illuminate the “terra 
incognita” with its rays. Provided the de¬ 
velopment of a proper image concept and 
its active use during the EURO Ukraine 
make a breakthrough in promoting itself 
in the world. 

Should Ukraine participate in projects 
similar to EURO? Should they be seen 
as steps that will bring us closer to Eu¬ 
ropean standards? 

The 2022 Winter Olympics is difficult, 
but this project surely must be taken up. 
Such forums are a useful experience. All 
of these will bring the country closer to 
the highest standards in social, cultural, 
sports and tourism areas.

According to the Chief of the 
Department for Preparations for 
EURO 2012 at Donetsk City Coun¬ 
cil Serhiy Repin, only domestic 
companies are involved in making 
souvenirs. 

“These gifts are distributed at all 
public events in Donetsk and official 
delegations. VIP-gifts such as clocks and embroidery are 
given to VIPs. T-shirts, caps, badges and magnets are mass 
scale gifts», said Repin. 

He emphasized that the facilities will be free in accor¬ 
dance with UEFA marketing guidelines. It is assumed that 
different facilities will be used in prize draws at public 
events in various competitions. 
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The setting and changing of catego¬ 
ries of facilities belonging the tour¬ 
ist infrastructure in Ukraine will be 
carried out on the basis of the prin¬ 
ciples of openness, efficiency and 
speed with the use of modern infor¬ 
mation technology. The issue here 
is not just about “the star rating” of 
hotels, but also the adoption of a sin¬ 
gle classification for all the tourist 
facilities that will be open to Ukrai¬ 
nians and guests of our country to 
get objective information about a 
particular object. 


According to Vice Prime Minister 
of Ukraine Borys Kolesnikov, as a 
priority the government is considering 
building two, three and four star ho¬ 
tels, whose presence will contribute to 
the development of mass tourism.

not counting the hosts 
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The qualifying tournament for EURO 2012 will go down into 
history not only as the first whose finals took place in countries 
of Eastern Europe. Firstly, it will be the last to determine 14 
finalists. Secondly, the results showed that the expansion 
of the decisive competition to 24 teams that will fight for 
the championship in five years on the fields of France is 
a somewhat hurried step. Because the current qualifying 
campaign only deepened the gulf between leading teams and 
those who play by the Olympic principle “the main thing is not to 
win but to participate”. 


T here is, however, still time 
and countries investing in 
children’s and youth foot¬ 
ball are likely to be able to 
field national teams with 
skilled players. Another thing is that in 
such period of time the gulf can be filled 
up a bit, but a little more time is needed 
to really catch up to the level of countries 
like Spain, Italy or England. In any case, 
the experience of Germany, which first 
passed the sieve of selection and now 
can arrange opening shows for opening 
the stadiums in Poland and Ukraine, is 
testimony of this. 


The phenomenon 
of Germany 

The team of Joachim Loew is as strong 
as ever now. While this team has al¬ 
ways played leading roles in the world, 
in Germany the pulse of the football 
development is checked constantly. 
Imagine: in last 30 years in all 16 areas 
of German land, district and regional 
football centres for training youth and 
specialists were created. In Germany 
there are about 350 of them, and all are 
subsidized by the state budgets of dif¬ 
ferent levels. Each centre, for example, 
receives an average of 1 million Euro 


per year, all coaches work on one tech¬ 
nique and provide an account on their 
work to the Football Federation, and se¬ 
lect talented boys from teams of district 
and regional centres. 

And there is more. Regional champi¬ 
onships of Germany are held between the 
teams and regional centres. Young foot¬ 
ballers regularly undergo medical checks, 
and information about each is stored on 
a common server at the German Football 
Association. Thus, control is exercised 
over all talented players. In the centres they 
teach the secrets of the game until 16. Af¬ 
ter reaching this age players are invited to 
professional clubs which, in turn, monitor 
youths at the initial stages and “lead” them 
in life to then sign a contract afterwards. 

All 17 national teams of Germany - 
from the national to the female youth - are 
prepared in four centres, which are scattered 
throughout the country. They are usually 
constmcted outside cities in the open, in the 
fresh air. Each centre has a hotel, at least 
10 football fields, medical, recreational and 
educational centre for advanced training 
of trainers. Their work is measured by the 
number of persons invited to the national 
team. Thus, the German team consists 75% 
of players who passed all age groups of 
the country’s national teams. In addition, 
children’s and youth schools also have pro¬ 
fessional clubs, so it is no coincidence that 
everyone played football in Germany. 

There is no such expanded system of 
training personnel of the national team 
anywhere in the world, so it is no coinci¬ 
dence that the coach of the Bundesteam, 
Joachim Loew, after an enchanting victory 
over Austria (6:2), rubbed his hands in sat¬ 
isfaction. “We were in a different world to 
our opponent,” the manager says, not hid¬ 
ing the joy of success. “We have proved 
that we are not one of the strongest nation- 
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nuclei -

al teams in the world for nothing. Indeed, 
we are able to beat any opponent: Spain, 
Italy or Holland. With some of them we 
will meet at EURO 2012 in Ukraine or Po¬ 
land. It would better be in Kyiv, where the 
final match will take place. But we are not 
going to rest on our laurels. In the com¬ 
ing matches, not only in friendlies, we will 
invite some new players to the national 
team, we will look at them at the highest 
level. The remaining should be spent on 
improving the game. Only with diligent 
work can we prove that we deserve to win 
the European Championship.” 

The Dutch surprised 
even themselves 

The September session continued the trend 
of victories with large score, which was 
launched by leading football clubs at the 
start of a season. Vice-world champions 
showed more persistence than others. The 
Dutch literally made mincemeat of the al¬ 
ready invisible on the map of Europe San 
Marino (11:0). This victory was a record in 
the history of “Orange” and the largest in 
EURO 2012 qualification. Forward Robin 
van Persie was overly malicious, perhaps 
because of defeat of his Arsenal by Man¬ 
chester United (2:8). He scored four times. 
And On average the ball crossed the goal 
line more often than once every 9 minutes. 
This is despite the fact that the winners 
only had 14 shots on goal - the goalkeeper 
pushed away only three of them. 

The Dutch can go to the second tour 
on training camps of Ukraine and Poland. 


Their administrators have already visited 
a number of them, even Odessa, but it will 
only be known after the finals draw which 
of the booked places they will select. 

Greetings from the 
Welsh boys 

For a year the media wrote about the 
phenomenon of the Montenegro national 
team. In the same group as England the 
Balkan team was trying to keep the in¬ 
trigue in the fight for first place to last with 
incredible efforts. The teams are coming 
into the homestretch nose to nose, and 
it seemed that the fate of the first place 
will be decided in a face-to-face meeting, 
which is scheduled for 7 October. Not 
on your life! The Welsh guys, who man¬ 
aged to interrupt the winning march of the 
main violator of the peace, did their best 
(2:1). It is notable that this was the first 
victory for Wales in the qualifying round. 

It is interesting that now, under cer¬ 
tain circumstances a future rival of 
Ukraine - in the qualifying round for 
2014 World Cup - may not even get into 
play-off. But now the English feel good. 
After scoring two goals against Bulgaria 
(0:3), Wayne Rooney even allowed him¬ 
self to relax, saying that now it is only 
a matter of technique to finish the first 
in group. “We have almost secured par¬ 
ticipation in the finals for ourselves,” the 
Manchester United forward said. “Of 
course, the Championship would hardly 
pass without us, but now we can shed 
the burden of tournament fighting and 


calmly prepare for matches in Poland 
and Ukraine,” he added. 

We await the French 
and Portuguese in 
October 

The national teams of France and Portugal 
postponed solving tournament tasks for 
the last rounds. Of course, they have yet to 
prove an advantage over their competitors, 
but it is likely that there will be no special 
problems for them to finish in first place. 

On the other hand, two other favourites 
of the future EURO go the tournament 
distance with no defeats. With a little bit 
of difficulty Italy played in September, 
but whatever it was, a victory over the 
Faroes gives three points. As for the world 
champions Spain, they have proven their 
confidence in holding a test match against 
Chile during a pause. It, of course, was 
more useful than the official meeting on 
home turf against Liechtenstein.

The Ukrainian national team has played five matches under the 
leadership of Oleh Blokhin. In these meetings, obviously, the 
coaching staff have finally decided on those on whom they are 
counting during training and at EURO 2012. From now on, if any 
does join the ranks of the national team it will be either a time- 
tested fighter or a very rapidly progressing young player. 
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T he former, of course, are now leading in¬ 
jured players of Dynamo, Dnipro and 
Shakhtar - Taras Myhalyk, Oleh Husyev, 
Andriy Shevchenko, Ruslan Rotan, Dmy- 
tro Chygrynskiy and probably Oleksandr 
Aliyev, who has started to get to a high level 
of play and Denis Oliynyk, whose switch 
from Metalist to Dnipro has not had the ex¬ 
pected effect on him - the midfielder has 
so far not been able to get into the club’s 
first team. 

As to young players, here the picture is 
somewhat transparent. Pavlo Yakovenko 
has to date prepared seven players for the 
national team. Four of them - Butko, Raky- 
tsky, Konoplyanka Yarmolenko, if no force 
majeure appears, will not hand over their 
place in the starting lineup. In any case, the 
actions of every single one of them in the 
team play an important role. There are also 
Rybka, Krivtsov and the injured Stepanen¬ 
ko. One could suggest that Blokhin dare to 
make the team even younger, but it is not 
worth doing so. Because then the national 
team would be like a youth team, and we 
well remember how it performed at the Eu¬ 
ropean Championship in Denmark. And the 
thesis of a mixture of experience and youth 
has never forced us to doubt its correctness. 

DANCING AWAY 
FROM THE OVEN 

As the head coach has said, his team is 
being built around several experienced 
players. There were quite a few of them 



in the five friendly matches, but at a cer¬ 
tain stage a number of them “fell by the 
wayside”. At present Pyatov is not get¬ 
ting call ups to the national team, as he 
is losing out in competing with Rybka, 
Ishchenko, Kobin, Nazarenko, Khu- 
dobyak and Cheberyachko. Obviously, 
neither do Khacheridi and Kozhanov fell 
at home in the national team. In this way 
Oleh Blokhin has, in a few months of 
work, created a group of eight players to 
whom he made it clear that if these guys 
have right attitude to his demands and to 
themselves in the daily training process, 
they can count on a new challenge to the 
national team, but for this it would be 
nice to be patient. 

The circle of candidates, as we can 
see, is gradually narrowing. If we analyze 
the team lineups in the matches played 
at the interval with the Blokhin at the 
helm, it is noticeable that Tymoshchuk, 
Voronin and Devic have been given the 
greatest trust, as they have not missed a 
single game. Shevchenko should have 
been among them, but frequent injuries 
do not allow our captain to play a straight 
season. Shevchuk and Seleznyev have 
played three times, though the latter has 
mainly been a replacement in the second 
half. The youth trio of Rakytsky - Kono¬ 
plyanka - Yarmolenko has been missing 
from the regulars, but this is due to par¬ 
ticipation in the European championship 
and injuries. 

By the way the conflict, that cannot 
but make one rejoice, between the coach 
and Rakytsky and Yarmolenko over the 
shortage of players in the match against 
Sweden has, according to Oleh Blokhin, 
now been exhausted. Perhaps the con¬ 
versation with the head coach benefited 
both, as the defender and forward are not 
dead wood. 

THERE HAS NOT BEEN 
SUCH QUICK SCORING 

Comparing the games it is noticeable how 
the mood of the players has changed. Oleh 
Blokhin has managed to do that which he 
has repeated for several months. Those 
footballers going out onto the field to play 
are working their boots off in the first few 
minutes. One example of this was the 
match against one of the strongest teams 
in South America. Ukraine scored against 
Uruguay in the 15th second, despite the 
fact that the game was begun from the 
centre circle by their opponent. This im¬ 
mediately reminded one of the starting 
game involving the Soviet Union, which 
was based on the Dynamo Kyiv team, 
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to have a speedy forward who could fin¬ 
ish an attack with his head. It is notice¬ 
able that we rarely use passes from the 
flanks to the penalty area, because this 
is often useless due to the lack of players 
capable of winning a duel in the air. Of 
course, this disadvantage can be offset by 
other benefits, but better to have such a 
maneuver at hand. 

And in midfield, which also catches 
the eye, and things are more or less fine 
on the flanks and the centre lacks a player 
with extraordinary vision. Someone who 
could with one pass, like Yuriy Kalitvint- 
sev in his time, “cut” out half the oppos¬ 
ing team and create a dangerous chance. 

And, of course, the most important 
issue is the defence. It is to pointless 
talk about it. Coaches are constantly 
searching for players, and tens have 
been tested, and there is still no decision 
on the best four. It will obviously be 
difficult to unravel this puzzle without 
waiting for the return of Myhalyk and 
Chygrynskiy.

team at the World Cup in 1986. On that 
occasion Pavlo Yakovenko scored against 
the Hungarians in the second minute of 
the Mexican World Cup. The organizers 
of the tournament decided to reward the 
midfielder with an expensive watch. 

We are still without gifts, but things 
also went quite well. Konoplyanka im¬ 
mediately joined the fight, took the ball 
and Devic and Yarmolenko went 
like the clappers. While almost 
the entire s Uruguayan team was 
in its own half of the field, the 
effect of surprise worked to the 
full. The element when a player 
appears in a place which is not ex¬ 
pected by the opponent worked a few 
times. Consider, for example, the follow¬ 
up play of Devic, which probably due to 
excessive excitement failed to beat the 
goalkeeper after he had beat out the ball 
in front of him in response to a strong 
shot from Voronin. Or the fast attacks 
that should have been finished off by 
Yarmolenko and Hay. Finally, they man¬ 
aged to get the advantage immediately 
after letting in a goal, while the guests 
were still celebrating their goal, which 
beat goalie Shovkovsky. 

In general terms the match against 
Uruguay is still a significant one for the 
Ukrainian national team. We will con¬ 
tinue to hope that the play they showed 
will be the starting point for improving 
the team’s action. There is little time 
left, some 250 days. And there is just one 
more training camp meeting - in Febru¬ 
ary in Israel. And there is still work to be 
getting on with. 


THERE IS A CHARGE, 
BUT NOT ENOUGH 
POWER 

Firstly, over the ability to bring victory 
in matches. Goals conceded in the last 
few minutes have made fashionable the 
word “loss of concentration”. As in the 
game with Sweden, against Uruguay 
we allowed our opponents to go face to 
face with our goalkeeper in the last few 
seconds of the game. In the match with 
Uruguay we managed to let in three goals 
(2:3), which is unusual for our team. 
For example, when we scored at least 
two goals in a game we do not lose such 
games for over 15 years. The last was in 
May 1996 versus Turkey (2:3). 

In general, the play of our team looks 
compact. There is no anxiety about the 
goalie position. There are four candidates 
and if each of them is in good shape he 
will not spoil things. It would not be bad

A handsome man 

from a rooftop 

l 
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August laid a slow action explosive in the lazy waters of the transfer 
river. The thing that was chatted about for a couple of months was 
finally confirmed: the most talented pupil of Barcelona football 
school returned to his native club. To fix the problem of 8 years 
ago, when 16-year-old Francesc Fabregas Soler with a clear 
conscience was freewheelingly released to Arsenal London, the 
Catalan club had to part with 29 million Euros for half of the rights 
to the midfielder. In addition, the holder of the Champions League 
later has to transfer to the Gunners two 5 million bonus tranches. 

In concluding the agreement, Barcelona has added a point to it, 
according to which all those wishing to invite Fabregas to their team 
in the next 5 years will have to gather a modest 200 million euros - 
this is the current sum of compensation for terminating the contract 
with talented Spanish player. 




“His imagination is compa¬ 
rable to the one that Michel 
Platini had. This is a great 
compliment to Fabregas. 
Cesc is just beginning his career , 
and i we all know the status Platini 
ended his with. Potentially Cesc has 
all the qualities inherent to Platini.

FIFTH OUT OF A TAXI 

Even the most perfect system has its 
flaws. The Barcelona football school 
roars all over the world, a conveyor for 
training “stars”, each year rubberstamp¬ 
ing promising adolescents, but - such a 
calamity - the core team does not have 
time to digest them. At the time there was 
no place in the team for Gerard Pique, 
who, almost forgotten, then had to be 
liberated from Manchester United. The 
defender was taken as a substitute for 
Argentinean Gabriel Milito, but it turned 
out that the latter became a stand-in. 

Now, it seems Josep Guardiola found 
the latest card for the game patience. The 
backbone of the current Barcelona will 
now be held up by the trio of Pique - 
Fabregas - Messi. It was, incidentally, 
the same in 2003, when the football 
school of Barca did not know equals 
in its age in Spain, and the 17-year-old 
national team crushed everyone at the 
World Cup. Then the world learned for 
the first time of the young child prodigy 
Cesc, who with five goals scored became 
the best scorer and assist provider in the 
tournament. A worthy change was grow¬ 
ing up for Xavi, but what to do with Fab¬ 
regas when Xavi had just felt the taste of 
the game at the time?.. 

...The guy in provincial Arenys de Mar 
was first of all spotted by Barcelona rep¬ 
resentative Rodolfo Borrell. Watching a 
game involving a local team in September 
1997, the expert asked the coach about a 
rookie who was running in the centre of 
the field. It turned out that he had played 
for the team for several years, and during 


the last visit Borrell had not seen him for 
one reason - they hid the guy in a locker 
room so that the scout did not take the 
guy away. Because, according to Spanish 
rules, a youth team player, who played 
five matches for it, cannot play for an¬ 
other team for a year. But Borrell did not 
give up, and arranged so that a guy came 
for training to Barcelona on Mondays and 
took part in friendly matches. 

Almost a year Cesc every Monday 
travelled 55 km in a bus and hoped that 
it would be over some time. “I got up at 
7 am”, Fabregas recalls. “After school 
I earned a bit distributing leaflets, then 
went to training and came home at half 
past eleven. I quickly ate, went through 
my schoolbooks and went to bed to re¬ 
peat this again in the morning.” Cesc, 
nevertheless, trained hard, and before 
the new educational year he was offered 
a move to Barcelona football school. 
Here Pique was already training, and in 
a few years Messi also joined them. 

“Messi came to us later”, Fabregas 
recalls. “He was very small, was always 
silent. And then suddenly spoke. We had 
often played PlayStation together...” 

Cesc recalls his childhood with a 
smile. “There was not a lot of time, as be¬ 
sides training I had to open my mouth at 
school at least sometimes”, the midfield¬ 
er recalls. “To training, when being late, 
I got a taxi. We were met by the guard in 
this way: “Five in a taxi have arrived...” 

Fabregas already had to make a fate¬ 
ful decision when he was 16 years of 
age. During the above mentioned Youth 
World Cup representatives of Arsenal 
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4 facts from the biography of Fabregas 

>»ln the Barcelona youth team his comrade Gerard Pique often joined attacks and 
scored 50 goals. Of these 40 were from passes by Cesc. 

>» At a young age he thought up a slogan for himself “Cesc Fabregas, handsome from 
a rooftop!”. 

>» On the eve of EURO 2008 he organized his own television show on the Sky Sports 
channel. It involved Cesc’s parents, club team mates, Arsene Wenger and British comedian 
Matt Lucas. 

>» In Barcelona was nicknamed the Pimple, in Arsenal - the Architect. 


came to him. The then club president, 
Joan Laporta is accused over the fact that 
Cesc left Barcelona, seduced by a million 
proposed by the London club. The mid- 
field, however, denies it, stressing that he 
made the decision himself. But he intend¬ 
ed to come back for sure. In his closet in 
his father’s house he still keeps a T-shirt 
with the number “4” and an inscription 
by Guardiola: “One beautiful day you 
will become the new ‘four’ of Barca”. 

PRODIGAL GENIUS 

He had to go to return on a white horse. 
In London, Fabregas was accompanied 
with discoveries at each step. Because he 
was a discovery himself. Cesc concluded 
a contract with Arsenal on 11 September 
2003, and in two weeks he had already 
been on the field in the League Cup 
match against Rotherham. In the next 
round, he became the youngest scorer in 
the history of Arsenal - the Gunners then 
loaded Wolverhampton with five goals. 
Gunners coach Arsene Wenger later 
started to send the boy to the main team 
in the Premier League matches, and 
when Patrick Vieira left for Juventus he, 
despite the age, had no more competitors 
in the club left. 

“The first five months were hard”, 
Fabregas recalls. “In England life is 
very different. Here at seven in the eve¬ 
ning they begin to prepare for sleep. In 
Spain they only get to a disco at three 
at night, and really hitting a bar before 
this. I, however, am not into this. I do 
not like dancing and I have enough com¬ 
munication with my loved Carla. She is a 
psychologist, so I can forgo going to the 
club psychotherapist.” 

The star time for Cesc came in the 
2005/06 season. Arsenal with 18-year- 
old Fabregas in the team kicked Real Ma¬ 
drid out of the last sixteen of the Cham¬ 
pions League, and in the next round Cesc 
even scored a goal against Juventus. In 
that year the Gunners reached the finals, 
where, unfortunately, they lost to Barce¬ 
lona - 1:2. The midfielder said that he 
did not have any special feelings as he 


dreamed of victory for Arsenal. However, 
in a few years his opinion has changed. 
“I am grateful to Arsene Wenger, partners 
in the club, but I do not like one thing - 
Asrenal does not win anything. At some 
point I get pleasure from the game, I re¬ 
joice when we are fighting in four tour¬ 
naments at once. However, there is a 
problem: the team should win something. 
For this is a skill, as you can be show¬ 
ing high-quality football but ultimately 
fail to achieve anything. Sometimes the 
board of directors must draw conclu¬ 
sions: either they are bringing up players 
or are fighting for titles. 

Puyol once said that he did not win a 
thing for 26 years. We must stick with it 
and work. And so I did, because a long 
time ago I decided that if I leave Arsenal 
it will only be to join Barcelona.” 

RETURN 

TO THE NOU CAMP 

Barcelona was not chasing Fabregas in 
vain. Here everything is familiar to him, 
so it is no surprise that his debut took 
place in the first match - against Real, 
in which the Catalan club won the Su¬ 
per Cup of Spain. But Guardiola was 
won over not only by that. Cesc is an 
almost perfect subordinate. He was not 
seen in the company of people with a 
dubious reputation, loves football more 
than, as he jokes, he does his beloved 
- Carla Donna, works up a sweat, does 
not lounge in discos and is satisfied with 
homemade soup, and, that is noteworthy, 
do not even imagine what star illness is. 

He returned home with only one de¬ 
sire - to win. In London he, despite the 
successes of the Spanish national team 
in recent years, became very hungry for 
victories. “I rarely remember the World 
Cup in South Africa”, Cesc said. “That 
success is already in the past. Teams that 
I play in are at the top. So efforts should 
be put to retain these positions. The 
coming goals are victory in the Spanish 
Championship, Champions League and 
EURO 2012.”

the age of five. 

In the summer of 2003 he 
became the top scorer 
and best assist provider 
at the FIFA U-17 World 
Championship. 

On 28 October 2003 
Fabregas became the 
youngest Arsenal 
player in the club’s his¬ 
tory, debuting at the age 
of 16 years and 177 days. 

In 2005 he became the 

best young European 
football player (under 21). 

On 14 June 2006, the 
day of the match with the 
Ukrainian national team, 
he was 19 years and 41 
days old - there were no 
Spaniards younger than 
him at the World Cup. 

His greatest achieve¬ 
ments are - 2008 Euro¬ 
pean Champion, 2010 
World Champion. It was 

he who made the decisive 
pass to Iniesta in the 
World Cup Final.

Fame came to the national team coach very early. Andriy Bal was 
invited to the Karpaty reserve team when he was 16 years of age. 
For some time he even played under an assumed name because, 
in line with effective regulations, one could play in a grown-up team 
beginning from the age of 18. Then he was noticed by coaches from 
Moscow and invited to the USSR youth team, and things began to 
take off: team practice sessions, games and training sweating his 
guts out. Therefore, having the captain’s armband at the age of 19, 
he became a world champion among junior teams. He joined the 
youth team, and then, in order to persuade him to come to Spartak, 
Moscow team’s coach Konstantin Beskov began involving him in the 
Olympic and national teams. 

Meanwhile, there were just two teams supported by Lviv that existed 
for Bal: local Karpaty and Dynamo Kyiv. Andriy Bal attentively 
monitors them, but of course, it is already under somewhat different 
angle, because to his occupational duties, he primarily monitors 
candidates to the national team which will fight fire with fire next 
summer during EURO 2012 on the fields of Kyiv and Donetsk. 


NATIONAL TEAM MOVES 
IN RIGHT DIRECTION 
Mr Bal, the first matches of the 
national team supervised by new 
coaches’ headquarters have left dif¬ 
ferent impressions. But what does the 
paper on which football players’ tacti¬ 
cal and technical actions were itemized 
for you say? 

The tendency is positive. Playing is 
successful in some components. If we 
take one of the most recent matches in 
Kharkiv, five players’ tactical and tech¬ 
nical factor is over 100, and this is a very 
good result. One player has managed to 
achieve the technical and technical fac¬ 
tor of even 130. The end of matches is 
not always successful, and there are indi¬ 
vidual mistakes. But the most important 
point is that the players, of course, not 
all of them, are improving their results. It 
can be noticed that we are advancing in 
the right direction. In general, the defect 
rate was some 22-23 per cent. Therefore, 
media do not record success for nothing. 
By comparison, let me note that rivals’ 
results, and the ones of the Swedes in 
particular, turned out to be worse. But 
their realization turned out to be better. 
This serves as proof that we do not have 
time for conducting tactical training with 
football players and transferring and con¬ 
solidating them on a football field. Play¬ 
ers should master them. There is a lot 


of work, but let me reiterate: there are 
changes for the better. 

To what components of the game 
should more attention be paid? 

This is organization of the defence’s 
actions. In general, if it is difficult for 
everyone to improve individual skills, 
we have got reserve in team actions. It 
is necessary to collar more aggressively 
and to apply pressing in the central part 
and in the rival’s half of the field. And 
so pressure beside our goal line will be 
reduced. 

If we talk about individual actions, it 
can be noticed that players are lack¬ 
ing technical skills in certain positions. 
This in turn narrows the scope of tech¬ 
nical variations that a team can afford. 
What is the way out of this face-off in 
the field with minimum losses? 
Football players like Messi, Iniesta or 
Xavi are unique in the whole world, 
and it is not easy at all to find them. We 
are trying to compensate their shortage 
with the ability to work. It is clear that 
if a player reaches certain age it is very 
difficult for him to improve himself in 
terms of technique, and the majority of 
our team is of a mature age. But there are 
experience and dedication. Besides this, 
playing discipline, functional preparation 
and other things are at the proper level. 
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If our national team is divided into 
playing lines, which segment needs to 
be reinforced? 

The most important pint is that the team 
has a backbone. The national team will 
be built around it. The defence causes 
greatest concern, and we are constantly 
looking for candidates there. Of course, 
someone may drop out because of inju¬ 
ries, but the list of players to be prepared 
for EURO is already determined. 

Will there be any more newcomers? 

Why? We invited three newcomers to 
the matches with Uruguay and the Czech 
Republic. 

FANS DO NOT FORGIVE 
LAZY PLAYERS 

What, in your opinion, prevents young 
players getting good media comments 
in matches for the club from showing 
themselves in full in the national team? 

I do not wish to judge from my own ex¬ 
perience... I have passed the school of 
USSR junior and youth national teams. I 
began playing early. Let me distinguish 
a coach’s confidence from a player’s at¬ 
titude to football. One should understand 
that present-day football consists of ev¬ 
erything: work, welfare, living standard, 
one’s own status and that of his family. 
Fans do not like those who fail to play to 
full capacity in the field. They do not for¬ 
give a cheat and always support if they 
see that one plays in the football field to 
full capacity, even if he does not succeed 
in everything. One cannot be a shirker.

What qualities did a football player 
have to have in order to be included in 
the USSR national team? 

One had to be lucky and play well in 
Moscow. I was noticed when I played for 
the Ukrainian national team. The selec¬ 
tion was very tough. There were 15 re¬ 
publics, and each of them had a player for 
each position. We were monitored during 
youth tournaments which were attended 
by coaches of USSR national teams of 
different age categories and club supervi¬ 
sors. These were very hard tournaments. 
We often played with teams from Mos¬ 
cow. Players were chosen during these 
games. We were aware of this, and this is 
why nervousness often hindered us. 

At what age did you understand that 
you were able to become a serious 
player? 

The most difficult age is between 18 and 
21 years. It was when I joined Dynamo 
Kyiv. The reason was that Karpaty re¬ 
solved certain tasks, while the ones of 
Dynamo were always most serious. 

But you were already a world cham¬ 
pion... 

Oh, there were quite many players who 
fell by the wayside after the youth World 
Cup among juniors, after the youth team. 

I studied at a specialized boarding 
school. I missed a lot of classes at school. 
Training sessions used to be very long 
even for youth teams then: the Cauca¬ 
sus and Crimea. Then it was necessary 
to catch up with classmates. We had to 


abandon many things, but I would not 
say that we were good children. All in 
all, even first salaries make people more 
disciplined. I received my first money 
at the age of 17, as soon as I finished 
school. The salary was 60 rubles, plus 40 
as a scholarship. It was possible to live. 
High-call football players almost al¬ 
ways have high intellectual level. What 
did you read at that time? 

There was no Internet at that time. We 
read a lot of press and literature, except 
scientific Communist and political econ¬ 
omy: one fell asleep on the second page. 
But the remaining books were child’s 
play for us. We always boarded a train 
or a plain with a book on fiction. It was 
not for showing off. We were actually 
carried away by reading. 

How did you study at school? 

Well enough. I had “satisfactory” marks 
in grammar for making mistakes, both 
in Ukrainian and Russian texts. But the 
creative component of test compositions 
was at a high level: “good” and “excel¬ 
lent” marks. I did not have “satisfactory” 
marks in other subjects. 

What was most memorable during 
that period? 

I was very proud of myself. You can hardly 
imagine what getting to the USSR national 
team from West Ukraine meant! These 
feelings are presently leveled, and nothing 
can be done. But this is most important! If 
a badge of master of sports or candidate 
master glittered in someone’s lapel, there 
was universal respect. We understood 
that they were not given out for nothing, 
but were gained with blood and sweat. I 
was the only international-class master of 
sports in Lviv. Though, of course, I under¬ 
stood that I was a youth then, while true 
recognition was due to come after becom¬ 
ing a prize winner at a championship or 
reaching the USSR Cup Final. 

Did your head swell due to success? 

Experienced players quickly brought 
me down a peg or two. That was not 
like in the army, using violence against 
youngsters, but in a well-wishing way. 
Imagine: I am an international-class 
master of sports, but I carry a net with 
balls and kit for the whole team. Be¬ 
sides this, I have my own suitcase. We 
travelled across the whole USSR: there 
were trips to Tashkent, Almaty, Kem¬ 
erovo and other places. I was a porter on 
a voluntary basis for about a year. It was 
like that until the late Hryhoriy Batych 


joined the team, and then I passed my 
duties to him. 

Initially, when I was included in the 
Karpaty reserve team, I was getting ac¬ 
customed to the team for sure. It was 
necessary to know who sits at certain 
places in a bus, who takes certain places 
in restaurants in order, God forbid, not to 
take someone else’s place. The place of a 
newcomer on a LAZ bus was at the back: 
on the engine where one could hardly 
breathe because of heat both in summer 
and in winter. 

A FOOTBALLER IS 
AN ACTOR, BUT IN A BOG 
AND WITH BRUISES 

How did you come to Dynamo? 

All Moscow clubs, Chornomorets and 
Dynamo invited me after the youth world 
championship. Karpaty left the major 
league, and I had a conversation with 
Valeriy Lobanovskyy. I told him that I 
would not move to Kyiv until I get good 
training in the first league. I travelled 
across the USSR for two year, but now I 
know geography well enough. 

If it were not for military service in the 
army would you have stayed in Lviv? 

I had no chance for military service then: 
I studied at the institute. Konstantin Bes¬ 
kov dropped a hint at Spartak by inviting 
me to the Olympic and national teams, 
but I chose Dynamo. 

What won you over? 

Nobody tried to persuade anyone. Valeriy 
Lobanovskyy said that the team was fight¬ 
ing for the highest positions and was regu¬ 
larly playing in European Cup matches. 
I understood myself that it would not 
be necessary to go far from my home. 
I wanted to test my strength at a higher 
level. On the other hand, I understood 
that, even if Lobanovskyy had invited me 
in person, it did not mean that I would 
play in the main team. By the way, I was 
very warmly welcomed by veterans, and 
I earlier got to know young Demyanenko, 
Berezhnyy, Baltacha and Kaplun. 

I memorized my first training forever. 
I lived at the Moscow Hotel, and we had 
training in the SKA stadium. It was De¬ 
cember, and at that time we worked on 
our muscles. The whole body ached after 
training. We were allowed to leave for 
two or three days before the New Year, 
and then we were taken to Gogdiadi for 
a 21-day training session. There we had 
two or three training sessions every day, 
it was necessary to wash and dry train¬ 


ing suits because we had hot just one in 
reserve. But all the radiators were occu¬ 
pied. Therefore, we dried our outfit on 
our bodies. I recall exercises for making 
backs stronger. We threw stones to each 
other. I was angry and three half of them 
down into the sea. We worked in pairs 
and carried each other. If one’s partner 
happens to be some kilograms heavier, it 
will be insufferable. You grind you teeth, 
but he throws you as if you are as light 
as a feather. We got very good training. 

Probably, that was the reason why 
even 100,000 spectators were coming 
to watch you. 

When we lost, we even tried not to go 
outdoors. We were waiting for the next 
match to get the favour of the fans 
through our dedication. 

Everything is the same way as in a the¬ 
atre or in a film. It is enough just to see 
the name of a ‘star’ on a poster, and you 
will definitely go to see this film. The 
same applies to football, but actors are 
dressed not in white suits, while football 
players are wet, dirty and with bruises. 
We did not have names on our backs, but 
fans recognized the manner of our gait. 
They never forgave if anyone failed to 
completely fulfill his task. 

What was your incentive? 

To “survive”. The strongest ones were 
included in the team. Competition was 
very tough. We did not even always tell 
doctors that an injury was bothering us. 
That was for the reason that the one ready 
to replace you at any moment was stand¬ 
ing behind your back. It was not a certain 
fact that the place would be returned to 
you again after medical treatment. 

Did money play any role in attitude to 
football? 

One cannot say that we did not need it. 
Everything was assigned in Dynamo. The 
basic rate was 250 rubles, plus additional 
payment for “stars” on shoulder straps to 
those who had them. As a member of the 
Soviet Union national team, I received 
300 rubles from the Sports Committee. 
A certain sum was due for a victory, and 
certain sum for a finishing place at the end 
of a season. You can also add a foreign 
travel allowance. It is not much, but if you 
save over the course of several trips you 
can buy an Italian fur coat for your wife. 

When did you buy your first car? 

The late Lev Brovarskyy lent me money 
for a Lada car. I learned how to drive and 


sold it. No-one can be astonished by this 
car now. But the level of driving culture 
and manners has become much lower. 
The more prestigious the car is, the less 
one respect others. 

Do you think large sums of money cor¬ 
rupt people? 

This depends on a particular person. The 
issue is not the money, but your attitude 
to the work you do. Our motivation was 
to become better and to go out to the 
field as the first team of Dynamo and the 
USSR national team. 

Have the current players of the na¬ 
tional team got these features? 

Accents have slightly changed. At that 
time, leaders from other clubs joined the 
national team, but at present we are invit¬ 
ing even players who do not play on a 
regular basis. Though we have got choice, 
time flies quickly. We will try to use the 
remaining eight months as efficiently as 
possible. Good sparring has been sched¬ 
uled, and we shall the team practice ses¬ 
sion and a match against Israel in Febru¬ 
ary. After the end of the championship 
we shall go abroad for preparations, and 
then the EURO will begin.

CBiTnaHa HaKOHeHHa 
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“I wish our national team 
to believe in themselves, and 
a little bit - in a miracle” 
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Despite her young age the fencer from Mykolayiv is well versed in “the art of 
winning”. Remember the final battle of the fencing group tournament at the 
2008 Olympics. In the heat of passions and almost detective development 
of the plot in that fight, a decisive role in which was played by Olha Kharlan’s 
rapid attacks, can be compared with the most interesting football matches. 
Her excellent fighting qualities were repeatedly demonstrated after Beijing 
too, getting us used to the fact that her name and victory are almost 
inseparable concepts. 

The number “2012” for our heroine is associated primarily with the Olympic 
Games in London. However, as Olha noted, she will certainly monitor the 
events of the football EURO. 


T he football EURO will be held 
at the time when the Ukrainian 
Olympians will be at the last 
stage of preparations for the Summer 
Olympics. Aren’t you afraid that the 
excitement around football will dis¬ 
tract you from work? 

Football fans are not likely to walk un¬ 
der the windows of our training hall, so 
the football EURO will not cause much 
trouble for us. And in general it will be 
interesting to feel the atmosphere of 
EURO on the streets of Kyiv and com¬ 
pare it, for example, with the atmosphere 
of the Olympics in Beijing. Even if I 
were somewhere abroad at the time, I 
would definitely watch matches on the 
television. Not only I but also our entire 
national fencing team. We already have 
experience of watching interesting foot¬ 
ball matches together. I remember how 
we watched games of the last World 
Cup together. Oh, how I cheered for the 
Spaniards - words cannot convey this. 


Do you have any particular sentiment 
for Spain? 

No, I just like Spanish football - both 
the national team and local clubs. And 
the game of Barcelona in the last Cham¬ 
pions League was something completely 
incredible. 

And what do you think about Ukrai¬ 
nian football? Do not you take of¬ 
fence that representatives of other 
sports - even Olympic champions - 
are in the shadow of the fame of foot¬ 
ball players? 

A little bit. Not that that I take offence, it 
is just a shame that even the victories in 
World and European Championships of 
“ordinary” athletes, not footballers, are 
mentioned in the media with one short 
sentence. Nobody says that we should 
talk less about football: whenever you 
look, this is the number one sport. But it 
would be great to see more information 
about the disciplines Ukrainians win 


in on the television, in newspapers and 
magazines. 

Olha, is there anything in common be¬ 
tween fencing and football - except that 
both words begin with the letter “f’? 

Football is a game, and fencing is also a 
kind of game. Only that there they play 
with ball and legs, and we have weap¬ 
ons in our hands. But the most impor¬ 
tant thing in any game is the feeling of 
excitement, intrigue. There are football 
games that you watch like a detective 
story. Similarly, in fencing duels take 
place that hold the audience in incredible 
tension until the last moment. 

I immediately remember Beijing, when 
in the final you saved what seemed a 
completely lost fight with the hosts of 
the Olympics almost by yourself... 

My contribution to the victory was in¬ 
deed important, but I did not win that 
match by myself alone, but with the en¬ 
tire team. In our quartet of sabre fencers 
as in the Musketeers, three is a rule: “One 
for all and all for one!” And in general, 
the final fight with the Chinese really 
turned out to be fantastic. It, inciden¬ 
tally, confirms once again that in sports 
hope dies last. Speaking in the language 
of football, it is not worth giving the gar¬ 
land until the final whistle sounds - even 
to the obvious front-runner. 

The last sentence can be interpreted 
as a wish for our players - to fight to 
the last in every game... 

I believe the national team of Ukraine 
has every chance of performing well at 
the home Championship. They might 
even win “gold”. I am certainly aware of 
what potentially Ukraine today is by far 
not the best team in Europe. But ratings 
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are ratings and the game is the game. It is 
only in maths that everything can be cal¬ 
culated in advance and in sports forecasts 
are a thankless task. Remember again 
the Beijing Olympics. In the individual 
sword fencing competition the first three 
places were taken by the representatives 
of the USA. It seemed that they will not 
find an equal in the team tournament. But 
we, though in a tense struggle, still beat 
the Americans in the semi-finals. And 
then won against the Chinese, whose 
rating was also much higher, as well. 
Journalists wrote that we created a real 
miracle on the track. So I wish our na¬ 
tional football team inspiration and faith 
that they can be magicians as well. 

Fencers hold weapons in their hands. 
However, as far as I know, feet in are 
also important in your sport. And the 
head coach of the national team of 
Ukraine Vadim Gutzeit in conversa¬ 
tions with journalists often empha¬ 
sizes that Kharlan has “good legs” - 
meaning that you can quickly move on 
the track... 

Of course, there is no such thing as a 
useless body part. “Fast” legs are really 
good. But in fight situations the legs can 
also hinder. This is something similar to 
how a player lost the ball because he got 
it tangled up with his own legs. 

In addition to the “leg problem”, foot¬ 
ball and fencing are, probably, also 




similar in the notorious factor of “sub¬ 
jective refereeing”... 

Well, in fencing the referee is not such an 
odious figure. A lot depends on the ref¬ 
eree’s actions, but we do not have a cus¬ 
tom to accuse him of all mortal sins. By 
the way, when we watch football on TV 
during practice sessions, sometimes we 
cannot believe our eyes in surprise, some 
players behave so arrogantly towards the 
referee. It seems they come to the field 
already with a thought: the referee is the 
enemy. We have it differently. Coaches 
from childhood teach us that “the ref¬ 
eree is right, even when he is wrong”. 
Of course, this does not mean that ref¬ 
eree is never wrong. But you should not 
seek evil intent in all his actions... And 
in general there is a rule in sports: to win 
for sure, you need to be two heads better 
than the opponent. And then even “the 
most industrious” referee will not be 
able to do anything against you. 

And the last question. What role, in 
your opinion, will the football EURO 
play for Ukraine in the global sense? 

I suppose that there are much more ad¬ 
vantages in holding this Championship 
than there are disadvantages. This is 
prestige, and promotion of our coun¬ 
try in Europe, and considerable invest¬ 
ment. Of course, a lot will depend on 
the level of organization. If everything 
goes well, then there is no doubt that af¬ 
ter that they will become more willing 
to entrust competitions in other popular

sports to Ukraine. Incidentally, at the 
end of 2012 Kyiv will host the world 
fencing championship. Its program will 
include types that will not be represent¬ 
ed at the Olympics - including the team 
tournament of sword fencers. Yes, in 
London, unfortunately, we will be un¬ 
able to repeat our success from Beijing. 
But I hope that I will start at the Olym¬ 
pics in individual competitions. And if 
our football players perform well at the 
European Championship, for me it will 
be an additional incentive in London. 
As well as, in my opinion, for the entire 
Olympic national team of Ukraine.

CBiTnaHa HaKOHeHHa 
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A real wonder 

under the microscope

A balalaika that can be inserted in a half of a poppy seed... A 
chessboard with chess placed on a pinhead... A book that easily 
passes through the eye of a needle... All of this is not the invention of 
an author of a science fiction novel about Lilliput land, but absolutely 
real things. These masterpieces, the same way as others, are 
microscopic in terms of their size, but they are immense in terms of 
talent and the work put into them. One can see them at the miniatures 
museum-exhibition which permanently operates on the territory of the 
Kyiv Pechersk sanctuary. 


T he exhibition was opened in 1977. Since 
that time, a small hall has become al¬ 
most the same object of pilgrimages as 
the famous Near and Far Caves of the 
Kyiv Pechersk Monastery. This museum 
enjoys especially great popularity among 
foreign visitors of the Ukrainian capital 
because a wonder like this can hardly be 
seen in every country. 

The author of these works is the 
same person: perfect artist and unique 
master Mykola Syadrysty who actually 
initiated the term “micro miniature” it¬ 
self (this notion had not been used in 
any literature before). However, the

art of making an object that cannot be 
seen with the naked eye emerged long 
before the appearance of the first mi¬ 
croscopes. For example, application of 
texts and images on rice seeds has been 
practiced in China, Japan and India 
since ancient times. We can also recall 
Left-Hander having shoed a flea from 


literature: in the view of researchers, 
the character from Leskov’s story had 
a historical prototype... Exhibitions of 
the wonderful Armenian master Edu¬ 
ard Ter-Kazaryan were organized in 
the Soviet Union during the post-war 
period: he was able to create a real por¬ 
trait gallery on a longitudinal section 
of human hair. 

By the way, it was Ter-Kazaryan’s 
works that inspired Mykola Syadrysty 
from Ukraine to devote himself to this 
unusual type of art. A shoed flea was 
one of his first micro works: this piece 
is also exhibited in the Kyiv museum 
amongst others. Of course, one can 
see the shoes only by looking through 
a microscope lens. They are made of 
gold and nailed to insect’s legs with 
nails made of stainless steel: the thick¬ 
ness of a nail is 6 microns (1 micron = 
0.001 mm), and a shoe is 20 times thin¬ 
ner than a human hair. 

Mykola Syadrysty says nowadays that 
this work is among the simplest ones, 
as it consists only of eight details (two 
shoes and six nails). You can compare it 
with the frigate “In memory of Alexan¬ 
der Grin” (its length is 3.5 mm) which 
consists of 337 details. The model was 
made retaining all the classic frigate pro¬ 
portions. The cross-section thickness of 
its outfit is 0.003 mm. 

The “Time” composition rouses no less 
admiration. This miniature has been made 
in the form of an insect (butterfly) with 
glass wings and gilded body, and an elec¬ 
tric clock has been installed in its head. 
This clockwork has been officially recog¬ 
nized as the smallest operating one in the 
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Mykola

world. There are 130 details in it: gears, 
axles and springs having the size ranging 
from a hundredth to thousandth parts of a 
millimeter. Meanwhile, touching and rub¬ 
bing units are made up of a combination 
of “ruby - stainless steel” materials. The 
author had been working on this composi¬ 
tion, which is a unique sample of classi¬ 
cal mechanics, electrical engineering and 
jewelry art, for 15 years now. 

We all know the phrase from the 
Bible about “a camel and the eye of 
a needle”. So, Mukola Syadrysty has 
managed to place a caravan of camels 


in the eye of a needle. However, the 
composition “Caravan” is not exhib¬ 
ited at the Kyiv museum. But we can 
see a book that easily passed through 
the eye of a needle here. The world’s 
smallest handwritten “Kobzar” by 
Taras Shevchenko consists of 12 pages, 
each of them containing eight lines of 
poetry. There are also the poet’s por¬ 
trait and the picture of the hut where he 
was born in the micro book. Pages of 
the book are half a thin as filigree, and 
they are sewed together with the help 
of plain cobweb. The cover is made of 
a strawflower petal, and its area is just 
0.6 square millimeters. For comparison, 
three books of this kind can be placed 
on the end of a match head. 

Numerous works made in the por¬ 
trait micro miniature genre testify to 
the effect that Mykola Syadrysty is 
not just a unique master, but also a 
gifted artist. In particular, the follow¬ 
ing works are exhibited in Kyiv: a 
bas-relief portrait of first cosmonaut 
Yuriy Gagarin (3x4 mm, carved on a 
piece of a blackthorn seed); a portrait 
of virtuoso balalaika player Vasiliy 
Andreyev (the portrait itself has been 
made on a half of a poppy seed, the 
other half containing a box with a 
wooden balalaika consisting of 40 de¬ 
tails); Hemingway’s portrait carved on 
a pear seed cut. The master says that 
the micro miniature with the portrait 
of famous Ukrainian singer Solomiya 
Krushlnytska is the height of his ar¬ 
tistic work: the bas-relief has been 
carved of a piece of a cherry seed and 
placed on a fragment of a meteorite. 







Mykola Syadrystyy was born in 1937 in Kharkiv 
Region. He has an agronomic education. He 
became interested in micro miniatures when 
still a student. He made over 100 compositions 
during 40 years. For making each piece, he de¬ 
veloped an inimitable technology and created 
the finest unique instruments which he just blew 
away like dust from the table when the work was 
completed. He is the author of the books “Is it 
difficult to shoe a flea?” and “Secrets of micro 
techniques” in which he described in detail the 
process of making different micro miniatures. Be¬ 
sides Kyiv, Syadrystyy’s works are permanently 
exhibited in the Polytechnic Museum in Moscow, 
artists’ township in Szentendtre (Hungary) and in 
the micro miniature museum in the Principality of 
Andorra. The master’s travelling exhibitions were 
triumphantly held in many countries on all conti¬ 
nents of the globe. 



But visitors are likely to be most im¬ 
pressed with the composition “Rose in 
hair”. Even the verbal description of this 
work usually makes a guest of the Ukrai¬ 
nian capital shout out: “I want to see this 
by all means!” You can just imagine: 
human hair has been drilled lengthwise 
and polished to transparency from both 
within and without, and a rose with a 
stem has been inserted in it through the 
hole, as if into a case. The diameter of the 
flower is 50 microns, and the stem is five 
microns in diameter. Petals and leaves 


have been made of a fragment of paint 
layer taken from an ancient picture dur¬ 
ing its restoration. If one looks at it just 
through a glass, he will see an ordinary 
short hair. But if one looks through the 
lens of an optical device, he will get an 
impression that a live flower in a trans¬ 
parent vase is before his very eyes. It is 
extremely beautiful! 

Of course, we are unable to describe 
all the items at the exhibition. But actu¬ 
ally, this is a case when it is worth see¬ 
ing and believing. To sum up, I would 


like to make the following remark. 
The exhibition of Mykola Syadrysty’s 
micro miniatures not only astonishes 
our imagination and ruins the stereo¬ 
types about the capacities of human 
eyes and hands, but also prompts us to¬ 
wards philosophical reflections: about 
art and craft, macro space and micro 
world, about illusions and reality. Fi¬ 
nally, it proves again that wonders 
are made not by gods, but by ordinary 
people...
